The Los Angeles Superior Court 
ruled in favor of the California State 
University Board of Trustees yester- 
day, saying the board did not violate a 
California law mandating open public 
meetings when it awarded Cal State 
Poly San Luis Obispo President Jeffrey 
Armstrong a $350,000 salary. 

The lawsuit was brought against the 
board by the California Faculty Asso- 
ciation and asked for the removal of the 
newly hired Cal Poly president. 


The court denied this request

When cross-country missionary 
Mike Stockwell came to share the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ at Cal State Long 


Beach on Thursday, he did not expect 
to be abruptly interrupted and asked 
to move from his stoop by University 
Police. 

Stockwell, a missionary from Long 
Island, N.Y., works with a Long Island- 
based congregation called Cross- 
Country Evangelists. As part of his 
occupation, he regularly travels across 


the United States, visiting festivals and 


‘college campuses to share the gospel of - 


Christ. ' 

During his last couple of days in 
California, Stockwell decided to make 
an impromptu visit to CSULB in hopes 
of spreading the message. However, he 
said he wasn’t prepared to handle op- 
position from University Police. 

“We’re out here because we love 
our neighbor, we love our community 
and we want to tell people the ‘good 
news,” Stockwell said. 


According to police records, an 
anonymous call came in at 12:01 p.m. 
that an individual was causing a distur- 
bance in the upper campus quad. 

Three officers responded to the call 
and arrived on scene. They determined 
that Stockwell did not have the appro- 
priate permission to be soliciting on 
campus, as outlined in Campus Regu- 
lations IX, Section C. 

Stockwell was in violation of the 
university’s time, place and manner re- 
strictions, as stated in Section C. 


University Police advised Stockwell 
to discontinue and to seek the appro- 
priate permission, according to Capt. 
Scott Brown. 

“T have a problem with that because 
it feels like the university’s policies 
are trumping the constitution of free 
speech rights,” Stockwell said. “They

our message, because then it’s not free 
speech.

Brothers Chase and Shane Young co- 
founded the new chapter of the sailing 
team. The team currently has approxi- 
mately 12 members. 

“Pve been doing it since I was 7,”

The sailing team competes in regattas 
throughout the whole year except in the 
summer.

“That’s how the shortest distance can 
be achieved in a regatta, by playing 
with wind shifts.” 

The competition requires that there 
be two skippers, a person who sails 
the boat and controls the big sail, and 
a crew that mans the boat and controls 
the small sails. The skippers rotate after 
every race. 

“We sail all year round,” Shane 


Young said. “In the winter, you just —

Nufiez said they expect 80 to 100 
students to attend the event, which 
will be open without sign-ups.

and approved “the starting salary and 
any compensation increases for CSU 
presidents on an individual basis.” 

The court ruling pointed to this er- 
ror in Taiz’s claim, and acknowledged 
that the CSU did not make any move 
to increase current presidential sala- 
ries as a group. 

“The court’s ruling confirms that 
the case brought by Taiz had very little 
merit,” said Erik Fallis, a CSU spokes- 
man. “The CSU has demonstrated, 
once again, its commitment to trans- 
parency in accordance with law, policy 
and university practice.” 

The court negated Taiz’s request 
further by defending the CSU’s ex- 
ecutive compensation process and 
Armstrong’s relocation fees, vehicle

allowance, and other benefits that are 
included in the presidential position. 

“Additionally, Taiz and the faculty 
union continue to make a mistaken 
claim that there is general. change 
in presidential compensation,” Fal- 
lis said. “No sitting president has re- 
ceived a raise since 2007.” 

Taiz highlighted her concern on the 
CFA website yesterday. 

“The floodgates at the top were 
opened without even letting the pub- 
lic know,” Taiz said in a CFA press 
release. “And it happened at the ex- 
act time the chancellor has been cut- 
ting back on class offerings, laying 


off teachers, turning away students’ 


and slamming students with steep fee 
hikes.” 
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“If people have to stop every time 
someone didn’t like what the other 
person was saying, then our speech 
would be regulated,” Stockwell con- 
tinued. 

Brown said that, if Stockwell had 
checked in and obtained proper autho- 
rization from Student Life and Devel- 
opment beforehand, the officers would 
have confirmed it and allowed him to 
continue. 

“The university and University Po- 
lice fully support the right of freedom 
of speech,” Brown said. “Individu- 
als from off campus are required to 
adhere to the same regulations and 


‘processes any group on campus must 


follow.” 

Stockwell said he wasn’t aware of 
the university’s policies, and finds 
them stifling in regards to freedom of 
speech. 

“T think that people should come 
and talk to the college administration 
about why we cannot just speak any- 
where on a campus,” Stockwell said. “I 
mean, if people are open-minded, they 
should listen to us.” 

Before being broken up, Stockwell 
said the gathering was going great. 

“People were listening, people were 
engaging us and that’s good,” he said. 
“That’s what we like.” 

Stockwell said he wants people to 
hear the message and encourages peo- 


ple to speak up and take a stance, even 
if they don’t agree with his views. 
“What we are saying is that we have 


' the truth and we want everyone to 


know it,.so even if you don’t believe 
we have the truth, you have that right 
as an American,” he said. 

The missionary said he enjoys 
preaching at college campuses in par- 
ticular, because he finds the age group 
to be the most receptive to new things. 

“That’s when people are trying to 
find themselves right now and they 
don’t know what they want to do with 
their lives right now,” Stockwell said. 
“And the fact of the matter is, we need 
to know today, this very moment, if 
we're right with God, because no one’s 
guaranteed tomorrow.” 
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Obama speaks on the American Jobs Act in Las Vegas on Oct. 24. 
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Other students are more critical of 
his performance. 

“We elected him as a liberal voice 
for this nation and I feel like he’s not 
holding up his end,” education major 
Rooz Moridzadeh said. “I would like to 
see him use his influence to pass more 
laws and not reform some of the ones 
he’s already passed, like the health care 
law. I want to see not so much bipar- 
tisan, compromise with the right and 
more putting his foot down and help 
pass some policies that will help grow 
this nation.” 

With elections looming, the young 
voter is a demographic Obama would 
be hard-pressed to lose. 

The 2008 election saw 3.4 million 
more young people vote than in 2004, 
the most ever in a presidential election. 
More than 65 percent of voters, aged 18 


to 24, chose Obama, as did 69 percent 
of voters, aged 25 to 29. 

But with an approval rating of 44 
percent, there are some students on 
campus who are soured by what seems 
to be a different party engaging in the 
same politics. 

“Both parties were paid by the same 
lobbyists,” said Ryan Hashi, a gradu- 
ate student working on his master’s in 
physics., “He had a significant part of 
his funding from Wall Street, and, if 
you just take that fact alone, you could 
kind of predict what would happen. To 
me, it was obvious he wasn’t going to 
keep any of his promises.” 

Obama, Hashi said, has engaged in 
the same foreign policies as Bush, us- 
ing airstrikes in Pakistan, rushing to 
military action in Libya, and ordering 
the killing of Osama Bin Laden without 
due process in a court of law. 

“T don’t hear anything from liberals 


‘about that,” Hashi said. “Just because 


he’s a Democrat, it’s OK now?”

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Young men should protect themselves with HPV vaccinations 


The Advisory Committee for Immunization 
Practices decided that boys, aged 11 and 12, 
should be vaccinated against human papilloma 
virus, Tuesday. The virus has already been rec- 
ommended for girls of the same age for a while in 
order to prevent cervical cancer, but now doctors 
are recommending it for boys in order to prevent 
genital warts and anal cancer. 

Some have argued that recommending the 
HPY vaccine for boys is just another money-grab- 
bing ploy for the medical industry, but with more 
young people contracting sexually transmitted 
diseases, giving the vaccine to boys as well as 
girls is a good move. 

The committee voted 13-0 in favor of vaccinat- 
ing boys. Doctors have been giving young girls 
the Gardasil vaccine for years and in 2009, the 
committee recommended that young men should 
receive the vaccine after studies showed that cer- 


vical cancer and anal cancer can both be caused 
by one of the four strains of HPV. 

The vaccine is pretty common for young girls 
and women and there haven’t really been any 
detractors for women receiving the vaccine. Once 
the advisory committee suggested boys begin 
getting vaccinated, though, some felt it was just 
another way for doctors to 
earn more money. : 

When it comes to the 


medicine, there are some who 


believe the whole.industry is 
corrupt and uses illness (and fear-mongering) to 
turn-a profit, Some believe that suggesting boys 
receive the vaccine in order to prevent anal cancer 
is just another case of the medical industry using 
fear to make money. 

The problem with this kind of thinking, 
though, is that it detracts from the actual problem,

which is that sexually transmitted diseases are . 
becoming more and more prominent among 
young people. Vaccinating young men can even - 
protect unvaccinated women from contracting 
HPV during sexual intercourse. 

Whether or not preteens are too young to get 
vaccinated to prevent STD’s, is a completely dif- 
ferent issue altogether. But, realisti- 
cally, it’s better to vaccinate young 
people before they become sexually 
active, instead of putting.it off for a 
few years, when it might be too late. 
It’s never too early to be prepared. 

Additionally, having males and females’ get 
the HPV vaccine is.a step toward promoting 
equal responsibility when it comes to sexual 
health. Often, society holds women responsible 
for contraception (birth control pills,the‘patch,”

saying the move will “equalize the burden of vac- 
cination to not just one gender and recognizes the 
responsibility of both males and females.” 

Having young men get the HPV vaccine will 
level the playing field, holding both women and 
men responsible for their sexual health. It takes 
some of the pressure off young women who, as * 
of now, are essentially in charge of protecting 
themselves and their partners. ° 

The idea of young men getting HPV vaccina- 
tions may take some getting used to. It’s easy 
to see how people could see it as a money-grab 
from pharmaceutical companies, but ultimately, 
they’re protecting their health, which is only a 
good thing. ,

Artist plays with ideas of 
reality in student galleries 


Maximillian Piras’ 
gallery includes a 
series of paintings 
that represent reality.

“We’re losing culture and society to 
representation,” said senior art major 
Maximilian Piras, when asked about 
his exhibit, titled “A Monolith As- 
sumed,” now on display in the Dutzi 
Gallery at Cal State Long Beach. 

The collection was inspired by an 
essay titled “Society of the Spectacle” 
by Guy Debord, who suggested that 
the authentic social life has been re- 
place by representation. Debord’s “So- 
ciety of the Spectacle” also inspired 
Piras to write his own essay that is 
also on display in the gallery with his 
paintings. 

“Its my first series of paintings,” Pi- 
ras said. “I’m trying to figure out what 
style ’'m going to 
pursue and in find- 
ing my style I tried 
everything.” 

Piras chose a col- 
lection of paintings 
that portray the way 
in which people are 
seeing — representa- 
tion and taking it in 
place of reality. The 
13 paintings took a 
total of five months 
to create. 

The paintings 
show a lot of texture 
in each piece and the 
colors chosen for 
each painting were 
strong, vibrant and laid on thick. The 
pieces on display are all different in 
style but show a similar technique that 
the artist uses repetitively. Piras tried a

different style in each of his paintings, 
like minimalism, distorted portraits 
and formal autonomy. 

The largest piece is an image of a 
man’s face, accompanied by a dog in an 
astronaut suit, thumbtacked to the wall 
of the Dutzi Gallery. Piras said the im- 
age was originally a hand-drawn palm 
sized image that he later enlarged. The 
piece was created to be a large presence 
with temporary pieces. 

“T wanted to build something larger- 
than-life through temporary pieces,” 
Piras said. “I expanded the small image 
through technology.” 

As well, his series of seven Cruci- 
fixions were created with references 
to renowned artists and styles. Each 
painting was a representation of a cross 
composed of either lines on a solid 
background, or a man drawn into a traf- 
fic light in an ur ban setting. 

“It’s meant to go into history, repre- 
sent reality. [They are] counterpoints to 
realism,” said Piras. “I want to repre- 
sent reality through different styles of 
paintings.” 

The exhibit is also host to portraits. 
One of the pictures is.a close-up of a 
woman’s face...The 
image spans four 
canvases that are 
put up ‘out of order. 
The woman’s eye 


the first two quad- 
rants, followed by 
the woman’s cheek, 
mouth and chin in 
the next quadrants. 

The other por- 
trait is a distorted 
image of a man, 
whose eyes are 
looking to the left 
side of the painting, 
and his mouth and 
lower half facing 


the right side. Piras was trying to con-— 


vey a more realistic tone by making the 
portraits modern and less antiquated by 
morphing two perspectives into one.

“These pieces were about taking a 
portrait and trying to give it some pres- 
ence,” Piras said. “Portraits started to 
become obsolete. They used to be im- 
ages that we relied on for reality.” 

Piras hopes that people chime in and 
tell him what they think about his work. 
Through his art, he explores the idea 
‘that the majority of our culture is a rep- 
resentation of how we want to be seen 
and not what we really are. He wants 
people to ponder the thought of what 
will happen next and what it means for 
our future if we continue to take repre- 
sentations as truth. 


“T tried to think of a conclusion to the 
idea,” Piras said. “The most valuable 
thing would be to open it up.” 

According to Piras, his goal with this 
exhibit is to bring in as many viewers 
as possible. He welcomes people who 
want to take his paintings and dig deep 
into the meaning of each image and the 
representation of reality in every paint- 
ing. As well, he invites who simply 
think something is pretty to look at. He 
said it’s more humanistic that way.

‘Paranormal 3a 
‘headache at best’

A few hundred strangers gather to sit 
askew in a dark theater, each one fixed 
in a contorted position as if the screen 
was emitting radiation. They gasp, 
grit their teeth and squeeze their eyes 
as shut as possible in effort to escape 
the intensity of what plays out in front 
of them. If it’s October, this can only 
mean one thing: Paranormal Activity. 

The hotly-debated movie franchise 
returns with a third installment this 
Halloween season, and does so with a 
hefty following of horror fanatics ea- 
ger to experience it. Unfortunately for 


them, “Paranormal Activity 3” is one 
lackluster video. 

After giving a brief explanation of 
the setting, the film segues into the 
1980s home videos of a young couple 
and their two girls. As many proud par- 
ents do, Dennis (Christopher Nicholas) 
and Julie (Lauren Bittner) record their 
lives with a few poor quality cameras. 
Julie’s daughters, Katie and Kristi (the 
main characters in the first two “Para- 
normal” films), are the stars of the 
show, and live out their adorable young 
lives with few incidents — until the in- 
evitable weird occurrences begin. 

Spontaneous. tremors, weird figures 
and some unsettling interactions be- 
tween Kristi and her imaginary friend, 
Toby, spark the interest of Dennis, who 
lacks a steady career to occupy his time. 
He devotes his.filming skills to rigging 
the house for 24-hour surveillance. 

At this point, “Paranormal Activity 
3” mimics the first two by denoting one 
parent to be invested in the little ghost 
project and the other to think it’s all 
nonsentise. 

Several creepy occurrences later, 
Dennis discovers a cliché-looking evil 
symbol in the girls’ room and finally 
gets Julie to acknowledge the problem. 
Not that it would help, of course. 

Finally, little Katie decides to play 


>a round of “Bloody Mary” with her 


babysitter, which basically unleashes 
uninhibited hell on the house. 

To the dismay of viewers, it’s too lit- 
tle, too late. The movie hastily throws a 
slew of events together so quickly that 
they cannot be fully appreciated. The 
plot literally flies by before it can settle,. 
which serves as a poor contrast to the 


sluggish first half of the film. 

Additionally, many of the big game- 
changing moments are cheap, obvious 
and not carefully calculated. The second 
half of the film doesn’t feel paranormal; 
it feels unnatural and uncomfortable. 

As per usual with the “Paranormal” 
films, the marketing done for the movie 
was genius. The intense scenes shown 
in the trailers and teasers for the film are 
not part of the actual movie, which likely 
benefited the ticket sales and fooled mov- 
ie-goers. This helps to not give away the- 
most intense moments of the film, while 
still enticing people to watch. 

The devotion to the 1988 setting is also 
enjoyable. All aesthetic details — from 
the now-outdated interior of the young 


‘family’s home, to the faded blue jeans 


worn by the characters and the side-po- 
nytail of Katie and Kristi’s babysitter — 
were impeccable and humorous. 

“Paranormal Activity 3” is a head- 
ache at best. While it is riddled with 
crowd-pleasing stressful, tense mo- 
ments and cheap jump-scares, the actu- 
al plot is perplexing and creates many 
more questions than answers. 

Viewers with cinema vertigo should 
also be advised that the film can easily 
cause nausea with its shaky-camera- 
footage format. j 

If you feel much loyalty to the first 
two films, “Paranormal Activity 3” 
might be worth watching to get what- 
ever you can out of the continuing 
story. The cheap ending will likely 
upset many die-hard fans of the fran- 
chise who will miss the simplicity of 


the original. 


In other words, see it if you abso- 
lutely must. 


Misfits sound 
retouched, yet 
stall familiar

A ghoulish red rain ends a decade 
of despair for aging punk. With their 
first album in 10 years and just in time 
for Halloween, the highly-influencial 
punk-cult trio, the Misfits, releases 
a full-length collection of original 
songs. . 

The LP, entitled “The Devil’s Rain,” 
was released on Jerry Only’s (lead vo- 
cals/bass) independent record label, 
Misfits Records, and marks a stylistic 
rejuvenation and debut for the band 
and its notorious fiend mascot. The 
band’s official website heralds “The 
Devil’s Run” as a “total reboot” that 
“redefines the ferocity and melody that 
has made the Misfits immortal.” 

Although it’s true the image of the 
group is retouched with outstanding 
cover art and equally-impressive por- 
traiture by famed iconographer Mick 
Rock, the bones of their sound are all 
still there. The album falls short of being 
the opus it’s been hyped to be, but that’s 
why real Misfits fans should buy it. 

The sounds on this album are just 
as gritty and creepy as the old Mis- 
fits records. Tracks like “Vivid Red,” 


“The Devil’s Run” 


“Twilight of the Dead” and “Ghost of 
Frankenstein” all have the same slow 
thrash feel that has made the group a 
favorite of sloppy mosh-pitters since 
1980. 

A welcome departure from the Mis- 
fits repertoire is the surprisingly aware 
feminism of “Where Do They Go?” 
The track addresses the discovery of 
mass graves and the disturbing levels 
of femicide on the Mexican border in 
the city of Juarez. 

Another track that stands out, and 
will likely be a Misfits fan favorite is 
the final track “Death Ray.” This song 
starts with a creepy loop of guitar- 
noise and features punchy circle-pit 
drumming, and is reminiscent of the 
early 80s Misfits hardcore scene. 

The record represents a high-end 
production of a regular Misfits record. 
Only’s catchy vocal melodies and 
muddy yet familiar bass-lines are still 
alive, but they’re rendered better for 
modern speakers and headphones.

The women’s soccer 
team faces a crucial 
weekend to conclude 
the regular season.

If the Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team hopes to have any shot 
at repeating as Big West Conference 
Tournament champions, then it could 
start by winning at least one of its last 


two games of the season this weekend. 


LBSU, which is seeking its sixth 
conference tournament appearance in 
the last seven years, will play host to 
UC Davis at 3 p.m. on Friday before 
returning to George Allen Field for a 
2 p.m. season finale with the Tigers on 
Sunday. 

The 49ers (4-2-0 Big West), who are 
in fourth place with 12 points, are only 
one point behind UC Davis (4-1-1) and 
Cal State Northridge (4-2-2) for sec- 
ond place. UC Irvine (5-1-1) sits atop 
the conference standings with a five- 
point lead over the ‘Niners. 

In conference play, three points are 
awarded for each victory, one point for 
each tie, and no points for losses. 

The top four seeds at the end of Big 
West play make it into the tournament, 
with the first seed playing the fourth 
seed and the second seed facing the 
third seed. The top two teams receive 
home field advantage for the semifi- 
nals, while the higher remaining seed 


between the two finalists will host the © 


championship game. The winner of 
the tournament is then guaranteed an 
automatic bid into the NCAA Tourna- 


ment. 

The 49ers could take the first seed 
with two victories this weekend and a 
loss or tie from UCI in its final match 
against UC Riverside. If the Anteaters 
should win, though, the 49ers could 
clinch a second seed. 

The.‘Niners, who hold a 7-1 record 
at home, could certainly benefit from 
home-field advantage, but their poten- 
tial first round opponents (Davis, UCI, 


- and CSUN) have had success on the 


road with a combined 13-5-3 record 
this year. 

Pacific (2-3-1, seven points) and 
UCR (2-3-1, seven points) remain as 
threats to make a run into the top four, 
but it appears that the Big West Tour- 
nament will most likely feature The 
Beach, Davis, Irvine, and Northridge. 

A pair of wins, two LBSU losses, 


and a tie or loss in UCR’s final two 


contests guarantees Pacific a spot in 
the tournament. 

Meanwhile, a pair of LBSU losses 
anda pair of wins secures UCR a 
seed. 

Although Cal Poly (3-4-0, nine 
points) is in fifth place, it only has 
one match left to play. Even a win 
over UCSB and a pair of LBSU loss- 
es this weekend only guarantees the 
Mustangs a tie for fourth place with 
the 49ers, who own the head-to-head 
tiebreaker. 

The 49ers’ match against Davis on 
Friday will.be no easy task, though, 
as the Aggies are riding a five-game 
win streak. During that span, Da- 
vis has scored over twa goals in ev- 
ery game, outscoring its opponents, 
15-7. Aggies forward Allison Kelly 
has proven her offensive abilities by 
ranking third in the Big West in goals 


(8) and fourth in points (19).. Davis - 


goalkeeper Maria Magana is tied for 
first in the Big West in shutouts (6). 
Pacific (2-3-1), however, is head- 


ing into Sunday’s finale against The . 


Beach with far less momentum. The 
Tigers have been unable to post con- 
secutive victories in conference play 
and have losses to UC Riverside and 
Cal Poly — two teams the 49ers have 
already defeated this season by a com- 
bined score of 7-0. However, the Ti- 
gers defeated the first place Anteaters 
in overtime earlier this season. Pacific 
also has held its own on offense, rank- 
ing fourth in the Big West in goals 
(29) and points (88) and third in assists 
(30). 

LBSU will honor its seven seniors, 
Sidney Garza, Shawna Gordon, Kait- 
lyn Gustaves, Nicole Hubbard, Mary- 
sol Rosas, Jazz Strozier and Nicole 
Sweetman, prior to their final regular- 
season home game against the Tigers 
op Sunday.
